Apparently following a “roving 
picket” maneuver staged by 
striking WE union members, 
Reynolds ordered pickets out at 
6 a.m.

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A Report Which Needs Clarifying 


There is a report kicking around in 
Army and politica] circles that at the meet- 
ing between President Truman and Gen. 
MacArthur at Wake Island, agreement was 
reached that United Nations troops would 
not be sent close to the Manchurian border, 
om which lie the great dams and power 
plants. 

Later, says the story, Gen. MacArthur 
decided to send, without consultation, 
South Korean troops on the basis they 
were not UN soldiers. When they ran 
into trouble it became necessary to send 
American and other UN units to save them. 

This, reportedly, brought in the Chi- 
nese Reds, although they never came in 
great force and obviously are stalling to 
see what can be worked out in the United 
Nations to which they, the Chinese, are 
sending a delegation for discussion of the 
Formosa question. They refused a like 
talk on Korea. 

The Communists’ actions will remain 
a mystery for the good and simple reason 
they do not talk and it is next to impos- 
sible to obtain intelligence from them, 
since they permit no visitors. The mystery 
is deep, but one may peer at it. 

The United Nations must solve the Chi- 
nese and Korean problem or dissolve. 
There can be no avoiding that cold fact. 

Mao has shown he will fight to keep 
a corridor along the Manchurian border 
on the Korean side. He may, or may not, 
be joined with Russia in a plan to bleed 
the United States of men and goods, and 
with resultant shortages and high taxes, 
by maintaining guerrilla warfare on a large 
scale in Korea and other Asiatic spots. 

He almost surely does not want war and 
it may be he will try to exact a good bar- 
gain from the West through the UN chan- 
nels.

“Kidnapped.” Down through the years 
thé hands of children have delighted to 
hdld those two of Stevenson's masterpieces.

Both the Kremlin and Mao must 
have noted that among some of those elect- 
ed on Nov. 7 are men who believe we 
should back Chiang in a war on the Chi- 
nese mainland—a war which could last 
hundreds of years and make the drain and 
strain of Korea seem like a 10-cent store 
deal. 

There is need for some clarification on 
our side and this will require a bipartisan 
effort from the newly elected Republicans. 
We cannot have a foreign policy which will 
be firm as to Formosa and Asia unless we 
can do so with pledges through the United 
Nations. A very real part of the difficulty 
lies in our form of government which 
makes impossible a stable foreign policy 
unless Congress also is in agreement. 


That is a fact which too few Americans 
keep in mind. We cannot have foreign 
policies which have continuity and depth 
so long as our machinery is what it is. 

For example ... if we should agree to 
putting Formosa under the United Nations, 
many of our Congressmen who support 
Chiang Kai-shek would almost surely re- 
sist. There is a neat little problem all by 
itself, ignoring the vast continent of Asia. 

But the Chinese are coming to the UN. 

That body remains the world’s last best 


hope.

The Strong Man 
Generally Won 


WASHINGTON—One of the net results of the 

November elections tends to confirm the old 

political axiom about not being able to beat 

somebody with nobody. The truth of this seems to be well illus- 

trated in what happened in the Senate race in Ohio and the 

governorship contest in New York. To a lesser degree, perhaps 

it also applies to the striking victory won in California by Gov 
Earl Warren. 


The resounding majorities piled up in New York by Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey and in Ohio by Sen. Robert A. Taft may 
be attributed, in large measure, to the weak opposition they faced. 
In neither case did the Democrats put up a candidate who meas- 
ured up to the stature of the men they were seeking to unseat. 


State Auditor Joe Ferguson, whom the Democrats selected 
as their candidate to oppose Senator Taft, titular leader of his ‘party 
in the upper house of Congress and one of the best known public 
figures in the country, may have had a good record as a state 
official, but he was a fish out of water in his race for the Senate. 
New York In like manner, New York Democrats hand- 

picked a comparatively unknown man, Rep. 
Walter Lynch, to oppose Governor Dewey. Before his selection 
for the nomination Mr. Lynch had been an obscure member of 


Congress from one of the New York City districts. He was not 
even well known throughout the state. 


Against weak opposition of the kind, Governor Dewey and 
Senator Taft, occupying top-ranking positions in the leadership of 
their party, were able to roll up commanding majorities. The fact 
that other Democratic candidates for major offices won easy vic- 
tories in the same states may be taken as evidence enough that 
the Taft and Dewey victories were not a part of a common pattern. 


Sen. Herbert Lehman, for example, had no difficulty in over- 
whelming his weak Republican opponent in New York, Lieut. Gov. 
Joe Hanley. Nor was Gov. Frank J. Lausche hard put to win 
re-election as a Democrat in Ohio. 


And in California, while James Roosevelt, the Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate, was well advertised as the eldest son of 
the late wartime President he did not measure to the reputation 
acquired by Warren as a two-term governor of the state and a 
vice-presidential nominee of his party in the last presidential 
election. 


The only or chief variation in the ancient political axiom 
seemed to be in Illinois and Maryland, where Sen. Scott Lucas, 
the majority leader of the Senate, and Sen. Millard Tydings, chair- 
man of the Senate Armed Services Committee, went down to 
defeat by lesser men. In these two cases, however, political cross 
currents of a distinctly local nature played an important role. 
Lucas, it is conceded, was defeated largely as a result of the 
scandals revealed in the sheriff's office in €hicago, which cut 
down the normal Democratic majority in Cook County. Tydings 
was caught in the middle of a bitter contest among Democrats 


over the governorship. 
Two If’s While Dewey won by a big majority of upwards 
of 500,000 in New York, an analysis of the elec- 
tion returns shows that he might have been defeated or at best 
the outcome would have been extremely close, if (1) the Demo- 
crats had put up a strong candidate against him and (2) if Tam- 
oe leaders had handled the New York City mayoralty contest 
etter. 


The independent candidacy for mayor in New York City of 
Acting Mayor Vincent R. Impellitteri, whom Tammany leaders 
turned down for the nomination, is one of the things that helped 
upset the gubernatorial apple cart for the Democrats. On the 
face of the New York City returns, there are strong grounds for 
suspicion of a deal between Dewey and Impellitteri forces on the 
mayoralty and governorship contests. 


Impellitteri seems to owe his election chiefly to the large 
number of Republicans who abandoned their own candidate and 
supported him. The GOP candidate polled only about a third of 
the normal Republican vote in the city. On the other hand, Lynch, 
the Democratic opponent of Dewey, ran more than 254,000 be- 
hind Lehman in New York and 554,000 behind him throughout 
the state. That can hardly be marked down without significance. 
The difference is just about what Dewey won by.

Looking down, the land is a relief map, a piece of earth that 
looks as if it had been crumpled by a child's hand into cracks and 
canyons, and left forgotten, and when you see the blue curve of 
the Mediterranean, it is a startling jewel of color and freshness. 


Oran, the city, has none of that quality of timelessness,’ though 
the Turks, the Spanish, ‘and the Moors have been here. It is 
bustling with progress, a place where you hear of ECA and re- 
armament of Germany and the Atlantic Defense Pact while you

Water supply is a real problem in so many countries, in- 
cluding our own West, but given peace and time, it might be 
licked where there is enterprise. 


There is certainly enterprise here. The countryside is green wah 
olive trees and stubby grape vines; the biggest cement plant in 
North Africa hums with work and drained swamps now offer vege- 
tables and alfa, the paper pulp plant, instead of muck and mud. 
Even the mountainsides, so bleak in some sections, look like green 
tufted bedspreads with trees and shrubs. 


We joggeti three hours inland to visit Tlemcen, “Queen of the 
Mogkrob,” Holy City of the Arabs in Algeria, where the magic 
name is Gen. Mark Clark, who loved to sip Anisette and take pot 
luck after a hard week at Oudja. 


Tlemcen perches at the peak of the mountains, 4,000 feet above 
the sea, and on a clear day one can see Spain from the Villa Rivaud. 


There are still Quonset huts among the Roman ruins and Kilroy, 
the boy who was everywhere, was in Tlemcen many times. 


Trogdolytes, the earthlings who live in caves, scamper in 
and out of dark grottos in the mountains here and the French 
say attempts to house them have only resulted in their burning 
the doors and windews and hurrying back te their caves. 


It is hard to rush evolution or to change human nature. Two 
thriving carpet factories, clean and well lighted, hire young girls 


to weave and tie the rugs with their fleet fingers and while they | 


work, they wear ordinary dresses and sandals. They are pretty 
youngsters, some of them blue-eyed and fair and they smile shyly 
at visitors. But the moment the whistle sounds they grab their 
white robes, cover everything but one bright eye, and trudge home, 
a little sister or two who have come to meet them, on each arm. 
Seeing them at work, it does not seem the French can be right when 
they say it will take 100 years to bring them out of their veils.

A peculiar state called tetany in infants has been recog- 
nized at least by the textbooks for many years. In fact 
when I was an intern, I actually saw several cases. All in 
infants fed on the bottle. From that experience and from 
study of textbooks I acquired the impression that tetany 
(not to be confused with lockjaw, which is called tetanus) 
was limited to infants. I inferred that tetany must have 
been peculiar to babies without mothers, 100 per cent moth- 
ers, that is. As we know now, there was considerable truth
